Washington, April 4— The rcHoliitlon 
declaring that a state of war exists be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
was passed in the Senate tonight by a 
vote of 82 to 6. 

The resolution, drafted after consul- 
tation with the State Department and 
already accepted by the House Com- 
mittee, says the state of war thrust 
upon the United States by Germany la 
formally declared and directs the 
Freaident to employ the entire mili- 
tary and naval forces and the re- 
sources of the government to carry on 
war and bring It to ft successful term- 
ination. 

Action lu the Senate caiin' just af- 
ter 11 o'clock at the close of a debate 
that had lasted continuously since 10 
o'clock this morning. The climax was 
reached late In the afternoon when 
Senator John Sharpe Williams de- 
nounced a speech by Seniitor LaFol- 
letto as more worthy of llerr von 
Bethmattn-Holiweg than of an Ameri- 
can senator. 

The passage of the resolution was 
not marked by any outburst from the 
gallericH anil on the floor the seiialors 
themselves were unusually grave and 
quiet. Many of them answered to their 
names in voices that quivered with 
emotion.

WAITING FOR AH AWAMNINO 

Appeals to the Auiericuii people for the speedy rertoration of 
the psotective tariff, in order that we umy be eonimcrcinlly prcpurid 
after the war, are condemned l.y the New York Times (Dem.) as ''uii- 
timely and absurd." "CougresH will have something else to do, 
declares the Times. "After the close of the war our tariff will be 
revised, owing to new foreign tariffs and new conditions abroad and 
at home. New commercial treaties will be negotiated. But no re- 
vision is needed now." u uru-. 

Can it be that the Times receives confidences Irom the hite 
House accorded no other pubUcation iu the laud / Is the prospective 
tariff revision in the nature of a threat or a promise) It can not be 
made much lower, the average duty rate on all imports now sub- 
merging to 8 per cent. What new commercial treaties would the 
United States be in a position to negotiate with such a low duty 
rate? What would be the consideration iu exchange for an absolute- 
ly free American market? And what industries are to be selected 
with which to bargain against others, assuming that the Times stands 
for • bargaining tariff? And why should the adoption of new tariffs 
by European countries disturb the hide-bound tarifV-i'or-revenue-only 
Democrats? Arc they and the Times getting a glimmer of Repub- 
liean light! Is the President on the eve of clianging his mind on 
this subject? Aiv the people willing to entrust the industrial wel- 
fare of America to Democratic tariff incompetents when the war has 
ceasedt The assertions and arguments of the Republican party in 
regard to the tariff were discredited in flic last campaign, the Times 
declares. Nothing of the Itind. The Times knows as well as anyone 
else that the "he kept us out of war" slogan won the day, and that 
is about to be discredited. 

How about the untimeliness and absurdity of sending tlic new 
free-trade tariff commission to Europe "to investigate the tariff 
relations between the Knifed States and foreipn countries, eommer 
cial treaties, preferential provisions, economic alliances, tht! elVeei 
of expert bounties and preferential transportation rates. . . .and con- 
ditions, causes and effects relating to eompefifion of foreign iiidiis 
tries with those of the United States, including dumping and cost of 
production?" With the abnormal conditions existing in Europe to- 
day, what possible basis can this eominission esfalilish on wliieh tn 
make reports.' The commission will be lucky if it is not interned 
for meddling. 

It would require no superhuman etrort dm tin' pai l of » 'micre.ss 
to enact a protective tariff law during this session. Willi a few 
changes it could be modeled after the last Republican law. It would 
provide some means of defense against post-war conditions, and tjivi 
Congress af tliat time an opportunity calmly to consider the whol. 
subject from eveiy angle. It would also add probably $20,000,00(1 
annnally to the Federal revenues, relieving to some extent the dai'-„- 
ably unjust fjixafioii no"- h'.iil ..con norfliern and western ' indiis 
tries,. wllkh, in spite of it, are rallying so splendidly to the Nation's 
support. 

Rut perhaps the Times wdiild deal with eomincreiiil prepiiredne.ss 
as the Democracy has dealt with militaiy preparedness; Waif until 
the crisis is upon us before taking action, and" then subjected to a 
pressure resulting in wastefulness and exfravafjanee and damafre 
incalculable, because they were not • I'oi ward-looking men." Eng- 
land in preparing for post-war coinmeree, so are Germany, Austria, 
France and Russia. Japan is prepared, shall the Fnited States 
continue to trail along behind, waiting to see what may happen; 
awaking to find what has happened? 

AGGRESSIVE LEADERSHIP NEEDED 

The Republican party and the country at large need more of 
that sort of leadership displayed by Congressman Irvine Ij. Ken- 
root in his expressed desire for a Republican effort to organize the 
House of Representatives. From every possible viewpoint —publie 
welfare, fidelity to truly representative government, m- loyalty to 
party— the Republicans in the House should make every legitimate 
effort to organize that body. 

The history of the Republican party demonstrates its superiority 
in principles, in legislation and in administration. Menee, the public 
welfare will be best subserved if Republicans are in control of the 
Committees of the House and in control of the program of legisla- 
tion. In the four years of its administration, the Demoeratie party 
has been extravagant, inofficicut, incomiieteiil, and untrue to its 
molt important pledges. There is no reason, therefore, from the view, 
point of general welfare, why Republicans in rmijiiess should ae- 
qniewe in Democratic control of the House of RcpresentativoM. 

The Democratic party came into power four years ago through 
division in Republican ranks, and retained whatever power it mw 
possesses through misrepresentafion in the campaign of lOlfi, and 
through disfranchisement of voters in violation of the spirit of 
American government. 

Moreover, analysis of the Congressional vote east in lOlfi shows a 
decided plurality in favor of Republican candidates. Computing the 
aggregate of votes cast for all successful candidates, we find that Re- 
publicans lected received .')..")l],42!t votes, while Deinoerafs elected 
received only 4,057,176, showing ],'ir)4,25;> more votes for Republi 
ttOM elected than for Demnerats. Making the computation upon the 
basis of all candidates niniiinjr we find that the total Republican 
Congressional vote was 7,K74,()4!l, while the total vote for Demo- 
eriitie <!)ongressional candidates was 7,7S34!86^ showbg a Republi- 
can plurality of 121.19:!. and fliis in spite of the fact that in South- 
em States there were frequently no Republican candidates. If pop- 
fllar gvrerament had prevailed in the United States Id 1916, the 
Republican pai ty would have a decided JBijority in the Honae of 
Representatives today. 

WtU general welfare and maintenance of truly representative 
government on tin- side of the Republicans, it is needless to make 
andj)ariiNan ])lea lor Republican solidarity in an effort to organize 
thfl^bnse of Representatives. But even if the Repablieans were in 
the popular niinorily, instead of the majority, it would still In- their 
duty, in true loyalty to the principles for which they stand and to 
tk* ▼oters whom they represent, to east their vvtes, in the organisa- 
tion of the ffouse in aceordanee with instniet ions received from the 
rank and lilo of the party tu which they profom tobelong. 

No Member of Congress ehosen u a Bspabliean to repratent 
Reiuibliean voters and Hepublioan principles has a right to abandon 
a oonteal which )iu muii have expected when he beeame a oandldate 
and aoBjlit the votes of hia party.

— StronK measures adopted by 
the Spanish government have check- 
ed a widespread agitation whieb as- 
sumed a dlsttnet roToluUonary aspect, 
nlthougli Premier Romanones In a 
furnial statement declares the gov- 
ornment refuses to treat the move- 
ment as revolutionary. 

The troubles of tbe past week were 
baaed on a manifesto signed tqr 

twenty-slz heads of labor organiia- 
tlons In all parts of the country re 
citing the grievances of tbo workmen, 
attacking the present form of gov 
ernment and announcing that a gen- 
eral strike would be Inaugurated. 
The demands tor a change In the 
form of government was regarded as 
more serious than the threat of a 
strike, owing to the unrest that fol 
lowed the upheaval In Russia, and 
the government deetded upon drastic 
measures. 

Sixteen of the leaders who signed 
the manifesto were arrested charged 
with sedltinuR utterances, tlio labor 
flxchanfces in .Madrid and the prov- 
inces were closed and a royal decree 
wuB Issued phicing the country vir- 
n>ally under martial law by the sus- 
pension of the constitutional guar- 
antees for free speech, speedy trial, 
otc. A rigid censorship also was In- 
augurated, preventing mention of the 
manifesto or reference to the char- 
aeicr of the movement 

At tbe outset there was much ap- 
prolifuslon of eventualities but it Is 
now believed the summary action of 
the government has postponed devel- 
iipinent of the movement, If It has not 
entirely broken it with us. Only a few 
s( ottered movements among the work- 
lu'ii thenisoIvpH are in evidonee. nuik- 
iiig it plain thai there is no organiza- 
lion capable of cuping with the strong 
military ond police forces under gov- 
ernment control. 

Troops have been moved to Bar- 
relona and the nortliern mining aec- 
lion where a large labor element ex- 
ists but the only serious disorder re- 
ported was at Valadolid, where a 
elash between workmen and gend- 
armes led to the Injury of thret 
(..uardsmen. 

The rapital remained cairn but ex- 
pectant apparently being thought 
that the events^ li.3ji«gAsi,.valslil '.end, 
i» something similar here. There is 
no douhl that the nnsslaii move- 
ment and the Republican regime in 
nearby J'ortngal has stirred feeling 
in Spain along similar lines. It Is 
also asserted that German Influence 
figured In stirring up discord so as 
to keep Spain fully occupied with 
home affairs. The inanifestc whirh 
preeiptated thn troubles was the 
outgrowth of the hlgii price and 
scarcity of food and coal, the sus- 
pension of exports in Spain's wine 
and olives oil trade because of the 
blockade and the general derange- 
ment of labor and industry as the 
lesnlt of the war. 

King Aironso renuiined in the cap- 
ital throughout the agitation and Is 
reported to have told bis advisers 
that there would be no repetition of 
the experience of his cousin Nicholas 
in Russia, as be would go to the head 
cf the troops if necessity required 
and share fate with them. This re- 
l>nrt has had the effect of raising the 
King's prestige, making It appear

It is 
said, but enough has been revealed to 
prompt a sweeping official investiga- 
tion and precautions which the de- 
partment believes will safeguard its 
interests more adequately in the fu- 
ture. 

In his addreaa to Coiwresa Uist

spies and a stringent spy law will be 
one of the flrst war measures re- 
quested fo Congress by the adminis- 
tration.
